An accident occurred at the mill 
race last night which will put the 
City mills out of running for about 
thirty days, an far as the water power 
is concerned. 
About nine o’clock the earth gave 
way near the fore bay at the mill and 
a hole about thirty by fifteen feet in 
width and breadth, and ten feet deep, 
as if blowed up by dynamite, was 
formed. 
With the crash the lumber 
flooring and sidewalk s caved in, and 
the water rushed the opening in the 
bed of th© race. 
A hole has been forming at this 
place for some time, bnt the mill em­ 
ployees were ignorant of that fact. 
And the cave-in came last night sud­ 
denly, as the result of the recent hard 
rains. 
The mill race was high up [in 
its bank and Flatiock is as high as it 
ever gets at this time of the year. 
Only the timely closing of the water 
gates at the month of the race k ept 
the cave-in from spreading and wash­ 
ing away the high levee, near the 
mill, where the water would have 
found an outlet down the steep em­ 
bank ment, to the river below. 
The damage done will amount to 
nearly flOOO. 
It will probably be re­ 
paired with a concrete [forebay and a 
conrcete mill race bed at this point. 
The mill will not be compelled to 
shnt down, as they have a reserve 
power of steam which is used when­ 
ever the water cannot be utilized. 
This is the first accident of this sort 
that has ever occurred since the race 
was first built, and that was long be­ 
fore the war. 
It was constructed by 
John Oarmichael about seventy years 
ago 
The floor near the flume was 
built of two inch lumber, and this has 
remained in a lair state of preserva­ 
tion, answering the purpose for which 
it was put in, these many years.

It now rests with the State legisla­ 
ture whether or not the institution 
shall be converted into a home for all 
dependent children. 
The plan origin­ 
ated with the State board of charities 
at their recent convention and has 
been freely ’ discussed by those who 
are more closely interested.
